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■ In response to applicant's argument image supplied by the customer are integrally incorporated as part of the official stamp, Howewver, 
i applicant is arguing an unclaimed feature. 

In response to applicant's argument that the reference Design A Postage Stamp For Black HistoryMonth in merely directed to a contest in 
which petfple submit images that are proposed to be incorporated into stamps by the official postal authority. However, Brackney 
discloses that image can be transferred in electronic form to a receiving authority. 

In response to applicant's argument that USPS has ability to place orders over a communication, it does not teach or suggest the ordering 
of personalized postal products. However, Stephens teaches that Australia Post can generate and officially issue stamps which are 100% 
postally valid whilst still attached to the 45 cents specific stamp. Both the pieces together (integrally combined to make a new stamp as a 
whole) were eligible to be postmarked with officail postmark. Brackney discloses that the image for postage stamp transferred in an 
electronic from can be incorporated in an officail postal stamp. 
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
